ranch, on Iv artcah -Bullfrog road, where 
at least 200 m em bers of the tribe are 
gathered from all p a rts 
of N evada 
A rizona and elsew here. 
T he occasion 
Is the an n iv ersary of the first Invasion 
of the fam ous old chief, Tecopa, whose 
last restin g place Is about a m ile from 
the ran ch a t P ahrum p. The first event 
of 
th e 
gathering, 
gam bling 
gam es, 
lasted tw o days. 
Then there w as a big 
danaee, p a r ti c i p a te 
In 
by all 
the 
tribes. 
Besides the P iutes there ars 
Indians of tw o other tribes present 
to 
pay th eir respects to the m em ory of 
the dead chief.

Toklo, Sept. 8.—It 
la believed 
the 
w orst rioting is about over. 
G eneral Hakumo. who has assum ed 
charge of the capital, under au th o rity 
of an em ergency ordinance, In his proc­ 
lam ation created 
a good 
Im pression 
ow ing to «he conciliatory tone which 
he expressed, and bls note of firm ness 
declaring soldiery would resort to ex­ 
trem e m easures lf forced to do so. 
He 
refram ed from 
m aking a heavy d is­ 
play of m ilitary force In the city, h av ­ 
ing only detailed g u ard s to preserve o r­ 
der, holding the 
m ain 
garriso n re ­ 
serves 
at b arracks, from 
w hence he 
only called them w hen forced to. 
The 
m unicipality also g reatly relieved the 
situ atio n by cancelling a m ass m eeting 
called a t H ibaya park, w hich is the 
rallying ground for all elem ents of d is­ 
order. 
Political leaders are counsell­ 
ing the people to rem ain quiet und are 
conferring w ith the governm ent, u rg ­ 
ing the speedy calling of a special ses­ 
sion of the diet. M any believe the Issu­ 
ance of a sum m ons for a special ses­ 
sion of the diet will full restore tr a n ­ 
quility am ong tha public. 
T he rep o rt th a t the trouble spread 
at C hiba, fo rty m iles d istan t from T o­ 
klo, has been p artly 
confirm ed. 
It 
seem s certain the police statio n was 
destroyed, but the destru ctio n of the 
p refectu ral office and courthouse Is not 
confirm ed. 
Jap an ese rep resen tativ es of th e A s­ 
sociated P ress w ho have been w atching 
the rioting report the c h ara cte r of the 
crow ds changed 
m aterially 
of late. 
T hey say th a t earlier In th e trouble 
th ousands of responsible citizens Join­ 
ed In rioting, but now th e crow ds are 
largely form ed from th e disreputable 
classes, stu d en ts and young roydles. 
A 
heavy rain fell w hich drove the m ajo r­ 
ity off the stre ets and In doors. 
T he city w as quiet th ro u g h o u t the 
day, although th ere 
w as excitem ent 
and ten sity of feeling everyw here m a n ­ 
ifested. 
N ightfall brought verification 
of the prediction of 
renew ed trouble. 
T he stre ets In the cen ter of the city b e­ 
gan filling a t dark. 
T he first d istu rb ­ 
ance occurred In the vicinity of the 
residence of the m in ister of hom e a f­ 
fairs. K atsura. 
T he mob again 
a t­ 
tem pted to fire th e stru ctu re, but w as 
restrain ed by 
guards. 
C onsiderable 
roughness and flgntlng followed. M en­ 
acing crow ds gathered la the neighbor­ 
hood of m etropolitan police h ead q u ar­ 
ters. 
They refrained from atta ck in g It 
on account of the presence of a strong 
pollee reserve. 
P assage 
of 
stre et 
cars 
through 
crow ded streets angered th e people and 
they began attack in g and 
destroying 
cars. 
They drove off crew s and p a s­ 
sengers and set fire to th e cars. 
Ten 
large cars w ere 
speedily 
destroyed. 
L at^r an outbreak occurred In K anda, 
a d istrict of the city. w here the fire 
started. 
B ecause of the popular enm ity larg e ­ 
ly directed tow ard the police stre et p a ­ 
trols have been w ithdraw n and police 
have been centered at danger points. 
The w ithdraw al 
of 
patrols left the 
streets unguarded and have given li­ 
cense to m uch m inor disorder. 
N um ber of a rre sts total 800. 
They 
are on charges generally of rioting and 
Inciting riots. 
T he B arriste rs’ asso ­ 
ciation resolved to defend all arrested 
free of charge. 
The num ber of 
persons 
known to 
have been killed thus far is six. 
W ith the exception of the K okum in 
Shim bun, the governm ent organ, n ew s­ 
papers generally 
express 
anger over 
the action of the pollee in closing H i- 
baye park and a ttem p tin g to suppress 
m eeting. 
They say m easures of po­ 
lice are u n w arran ted and foolish 
and 
served to excite the crowds. 
The Jiji says: 
"Such 
deplorable 
phenom enon in the city w here the em ­ 
peror resides is highly significant. The 
only course open to the cabinet Is re s­ 
ignation.” 
The Hoclii deplores such occurrences 
in the capital of a victorious country 
and says Tokio 
has been 
converted 
Into St. Petersburg. 
It fu rth er urges 
the refusal to ratify 
the 
tre a ty of 
peace, which it says Is th e sole cause 
for the “sham eful and sad o ccu rren ­ 
ces.” 
The M anichl say*: 
H ear the voice 
of the nation. 
Heed the expression of 
the natio n ’s desire. The nation’s voice 
is full of anger. The resignation of the 
cabinet m ight appease popular Indig­ 
nation. 
AM papers avoid 
use of 
the word 
“m ob” and openly sym pathize w ith the 
destruction of the police stations.

B u rn in g of M in iste r’* Residence Was 
a T hrilling Affair. 
Toklo, Fi'pt, 8.—The destruction of 
the residence of the m inister of home 
affairs 
w as 
Intensely 
dram atic. 
T hroughout the day a aeries of dem on­ 
stratio n s occurred In the neighborhood 
of the building and late In the a fte r­ 
noon 
the mob attack ed 
the 
house, 
sw ept the police aw ay and twittered 
down the gates. 
The police and ser­ 
vants resisted stoutly, but the mob 
surged forw ard and entered the house. 
One fo the leaders, carrying an arm ful 


I of burning straw , gained the rear of | 
' the stru c tu re and succeeded In setting 
i It on fire. The pollee reserves charged 
j the crowd, using their sw ards freely 
I but the mob rallied from several q u a r­ 
ters and stoned the firem en when they 
I arrived. 
T he m em bers of the m inis­ 
ter's household w ere rescued and es­ 
corted to the 
Im perial 
hotel. 
W hen 
darkness cam e the flam es from th£ 
burning building Illum inated a m enac­ 
ing scene, the mob hooting and throw ­ 
ing stones a t the police and firemen, 
and the police repeatedly clearing the 
streets. A cicurate figures of the casu al­ 
ties are not obtainable. 
It Is known. 
however, th a t one m an w as killed, th at 
fourteen w ere m ortally w ounded by 
sw ord th ru sts, and th a t m any persons 
w ere 
bruised 
and 
Injured 
In the 
crushes. 
A m em ber of the mob which burned 
the home m in ister’s residence said to 
the correspondent of the A ssociated 
P ress: 
"W e burned the house for the 
purpose of a ttrac tin g the atten tio n of 
the em peror. 
We w ant him to refuse 
to ratify the treaty . 
W e belier* th at 
those surrounding him prevent him 
from correctly understanding the pop­ 
ular a ttitu d e tow ard the disgraceful, 
hum iliating peace.”

L A N D OFFICE CLOSED. 


Much of A llotm ent Is R ather Poor and 
Not Desired. 
Muskogee, Sept. 8.—The land office 
in the Sem inole nation has closed by 
the D aw es com m ission 
upon recom ­ 
m endation of G overnor Brown of the 
Sem inoles. 
The office w as opened for 
the purpose of allotting forty acres of 
land to Sem inole Infants who w ere en 
titled to allotm ents under a recent act 
of congress. 
T here is enough land to 
give each of these babies forty acres 
each, but m ost of it Is very poor land. 
T here a re a few good tracts. The land 
office w'ae allotting the land to the al- 
luottees In th eir reg u lar num ber a tli 
a pro test w as m ade th a t the first ones 
would get the good land and the o th ­ 
ers would not accept 
the 
w orthless 
p art. 
It is likely th a t the land will 
now be arb itrarily allotted from the 
com m ission offices and th a t the forty- 
acre tra c ts and the allottees will be 
taken in th eir reg u lar order and it will 
be a m atter of chance who gets good 
land and otherw ise, as th e com m ission 
does not know w hich land is good and 
w hich is poor. T here are about 100,000 
acres to be allotted. 


CR EATED SENSATION.

A fter the recess the letter w as pro­ 
duced and read to T aggart, who looked 
a t the letter book and said there w as 
no slgnaure. 
“I signed it,” said Sm yser. 
“It is not

copy book.” 
“Did you sign it as a congressm an?” 
“I don’t try law suits as a congress­ 
m an."
